‘PROGRESS OF BIMETALLISM. 

The letter addressed by Mr. Frazer, Secre- 
tary of the English International Monetary 
Standard (bimetallic) Association, to the 
Secretary of a similar association in New 
York indicates a notable change of sentiment 
on this question among the leading men of 
Great Britain. Even as far back as 1879 
there was a strong popular feeling in England, 
including large numbers of the agriculturists 
and the tradespeople, in favor of a restora- 
tion of silver to the monetary system, but 
at that time the leaders in political and 
commercial affairs could not be persuaded 
to give heed to the movement, The im- 
pression among the governing classes 
seemed to be that England would enjoy an 
advantage over the other commercial nations 
by adhering to the gold standard. The con- 
sequenee was that the English representa- 
tives at the International Monetary Confer- 
ence held at Paris opposed and de- 
feated the project of international agree- 


impulse has reached the higher political and 
commercial authorities. The two English 
Commissioners at Paris—Goschen and Gibbs 
are now counted among the advocates of 
the double standard if it can be adopted by 
the ruling commercial Powers of the world. 
The English bimetallic association now in- 
cludes several Directors of the Bank of En- 
gland, prominent members of the Chamber 
of Commerce, the Statistical Society, the 
Social Science Congress, and the Institute of 
Bankers, university Professors of high 
standing in the domain of -political economy, 
and influential leaders in both the Conserva- 
tive and Liberal parties. There has been 
something like a revolution of sentiment on 
the subject. 

In view of this progress, which has its 
counterpart in Germany and the United 
States as well, the scheme of international 
agreement on a ratio of values between the 
two metals, which is the only enduring solu- 
tion of the monetary problem, has become of 
more importance than the transient recoghi- 
tion of silver in the monetary system of a 
few. countries acting independently. The 
true policy of bimetallists at this time is to 
concentrate their efforts on the realization of 
a broad and binding international agreement. 
It is believed by the most earnest and intelli- 
gent supporters of bimetallism that the most 
practical step which can be taken in that di- 
rection at this time is to suspend the silver 
coinage in the United States. The turning 
point in the movement,” writes Mr. Frazer, 
‘* ig the suspension of the legal-tender silver 
coinage on your side.“ The Secretary of the 
German Association wrote to the same pur- 
port only a few days ago, ahd added that the 
bimetallists of Germany would then proceed 
to insist that their Government should re- 
sume the sale and retirement of silver thalers 
as required by the single standard legislation 
adopted by the German Parliament several 


years ago. 

The object of this movement is to put silver 
upon a bullion basis fora time and throw 
upon England the burden of taking care of it, 
which England will not be able to avoid, be- 
cause silver will necessarily continue to be the 
‘money of its Indian possessions. As the case 
stands now, England is user no strain by 
reason of its own selfish policy. The German 
Government is throwing no silver upon the 
market, because it has ceased to buy up and 
retire the thalers. The Latin Union, com- 
prising France, Italy, Greece, Belgium, and 
Switzerand, maintains at full par value the 
silver coin which is already in circulation 
in those countries. And the United States 
absorbs a large part of the current product of 
the silver mines by new coinage. But if fur- 
ther coinage be suspended in this country sil- 
ver bullion will find its way to London in 
great masses; it will be enormously in ex- 
cess of the demand for consumption in the 
arts; it will fall rapidly in value, and the 
value of the English Government’s Indian 
revenues will diminish in proportion. This 
condition of things wil bring the 
question of international agreement on 
the double standard before the En- 
glish Government as a practical and 
urgent issue, involving too great a loss by 
postponement to warrant a dilatory policy. 
The money-lenders of England may be able 
to stifle the double-standard agitation so long 
as other countries assume the responsibility 
of maintaiziing silver values by unrestricted 
monetary use of that metal; but the losses 
which would fall directly upon the English 
Government and the English commerce in 
case of a general disuse of silver as money 
beyond what is now in circtilation would be 
so serious that England would probably ini- 
tiate the next movement for an international 
agreement. Universal bimetallism would be 
the obvious remedy, and that would fix the 
status of silver beyond any possible dis- 
turbance. But it is doubtful whether the 
Democratic majority in Congress, which is 
shaping all legislation, or rather refrainihg 
from all legislation with a view to the Pres- 
idential election, can be induced to give the 
matter the attention it deserves.

The process of elimination which the Dem- 
ocrats have apparently adopted for the selec- 
tion of a Presidential candidate might be 
commended on the theory of the survival of 
the fittest if there were a reasonable hope that 
such would be the result. But it threatens 
an extermination of candidates. Judging 
from the remarkable progress that has al- 
ready been made in killing off candidates on 
the Democratic side, the inference is that 
there is none fit to survive. Every recent 
trial of strength denotes that the Democratic 
aspirants for Presidential honors are weakest 
in their homes, and cannot secure the ap- 
provaland support of their own immediate 
constituents. Randall has merely suffered

upon several of his rivals. What is to be the 
result? Possibly a nonentity. Indeed, a 
good many Democrats are already beginning 
to talk about running Hancock again. 


FOLLY OF FIGHTING THE LAW. 

Following up the action of the Common 
Council in refusing to make a uniform 
$500 liquor license in order to prevent gen- 
eral fraud on the law by selling whisky on 
beer licenses, the dishonest portion of the 
saloonkeepers have announced , their policy, 
and it is what the Aldermen expected who 
voted for the two rates. The Council did 
what it could to help them beat the law. 
It left the door open for them to fight the 
law by giving them the. opportunity to take 
out the $150 license and sell whisky under 
it, This the association have declared they 
will do, and, as their lawyer has announced 
to them that the city authorities will not 
prosecute them under the $500 license, we 
may assume that they expect they will be 
protected under the $150 license in vending 
hard drinks. In this matter the courts will 
have something to say, and under the law, 
which has been declared constitutional, they 
have nothing to look forward to but the rigid 
enforcement of the penalties, which means 
not only fine and imprisonment, but forfeiture 
of license. The penalties inflicted in ‘the 
cases brought by the Citizens’ League day be- 
fore yesterday are a foretaste of what the 
violators of the State law may expect when 
they get into courts where they can’t control 
juries, The distinction of being a saloon- 
keeper, which whisky-sellers seem to think 
exempts them from obedience to law, will 
not count for much in case of violation of the 
laws of the State of Illinois, and after a few 
of them have felt the penalty they will not 
be so eager to repeat the offense. 

The other avenue which the Council has 
sought to open up to them for evading the 
law by complicating the collection of revenue 
—namely: the payment of the license fee in 
quarterly installments, will not yield them 
any 6ncouragement. The law is explicit on 
this point. It says: 

Hereafter it shall not be lawful for the cor- 
porate authorities of any city, town, or village 
in this State to grant a license for the keeping 
of adramshop except upon the ent. in 

ty, town, or

vil granting the license of such sum as 


may be determined by the respective authori- 
ties of such „town, or village, not less than 
at the rate of hundred dollars ($500) per 
annum. 


The technicality which Aldermen seek to 
find in the words at the rate of” will not 
avail them. The explicit meaning of the law 
will not be set aside upon such a quibble. 
The words apply to the license and express 
its valuation, nothing more, and this rate is 
to be paid in advance. The only course for 
saloonkeepers to pursue is to pay their 
licenses as the law directs, or they must ex- 
pose themselves to its penalties. If they 
foolishly and recklesly challenge the law, 
they will have only themselves to blame for 
the inevitable results. 


NATIONAL RAILROAD REGULATION. 
It is reported from Washington that the 
Commerce Committee of the House, which 
has the Reagan Railroad bill under consider- 
ation, has voted to strike out that provision 
which makes it unlawful to exact a higher 
charge for a short than for a long haul, and 
also the requirement of a definit notice of a 
change in rates. In that case there is not 
enough left of the Reagan bill to furnish a 
basis for a National system of railroad regu- 
lation. The one provision was directed 
against the common discriminations in favor 
of certain localities to the injury of others, 
and the other provision was designed to se- 
eure something like stability in rates which 
should protect the farmers, shippers, and 
merchants from sudden and arbitrary changes 
calculated to disturb prices and inflict losses 
upon-the country whenever the manipulators 
of railroad stocks conceive it to be to their 
individual advantage. The Reagan bill is 
vitally defective in omitting to provide a com- 
mission to enforce any regulations which may 
be agreed upon; but if the wisest and most 
valuable of its restraints be also 
then there will be nothing left of it which 
will be worth preserving. 

It is further announced that the committee 
has indicated a purpose to recommenda com- 
mission bill with some remedial provisions. 
Then why hasn't it begun by adding the 
commission to the Reagan bill and after- 
ward turning its attention to the restrictions 
proposed therein? It seems to have reversed 
this natural order of things; it strikes out 
the remedial rules first, and apparently leaves 
nothing for a commissien to do. It is stated 
in a general way that there will be a section 


_ forbidding discrimination and another forbid- 


ding pool combinations for the purpose of 
raising rates. But something more specific 
is demanded. Any prohibition of discrimina- 
tion in general terms amounts to no more 
than an old and well-founded principle of the 
common law governing common carriers; the 
trouble is, that the railroad companies disre- 
gard it constantly and flagrantly, and the in- 
dividual sufferers have no remedy beyand the 
impracticable one of long and costly litigation, 
which, as a rule, involves an expense exceed- 
ing the original damages. If it is the desire 
of Congress to put a stop to discriminations, 
why not say in so many words that the charge 
for a short haul shall not be greater than for 
along haul, that the rates shall be public 
and alike to all shippers for a like service, 
and that there shall be no rebates in favor of 
corporation, individual, or locality ? That 


same is true with regard to pooling combina- 
tions for the purpose of raising rates. Com- 
binations would continue to be formed by dis- 
avowing such purpose, and the raising of the 
rates would continue in spite of the general 
prohibition. But if the railroads were spe- 
cifically prohibited from changing their rates 
without giving a definit notice to the public, 
which ought to be thirty days instead of five 
days, then such combinations would be under 
the direct control of tie commission, the 
harassing railroad wars would be discon- 
tinued, and the public would be guaranteed 
stability of charges. ' 
Ever since the Commerce Committee of 
the House took up this subject there have 
been signs of a disposition to trim and avoid 
the responsibility to a well-defined public opin- 
ion. In other words, there seems to be a de- 
sire to frame some measure whieh shall bear 
the aspect of National regulation, but really 
interfere in no wise with the independence of 
the corporations. Such a law as that would 
be worse than none, for it would impart a 
false sense of security and delay the consum- 
‘mation of the publicdemands. Judge Reagan 
may place himself in an attitude where he can 
defeat any conspiracy of this kind, for there 
is reason to believe that he is sincere in the 
purpose to provide some practical scheme for 


restraining and correcting the railroad abuses’ 


of this country. If he will accept the addi- 
tion of the commission system to the regula- 
tions which he proposes and clothe it with 
authority and facilities for enforcing such 
regulations, then he can stand up against the 
palpable effort to emasculate his bill. ‘ 


FUGITIVE CRIMINALS IN TRANSITU. 

Two very interesting cases in the extradi- 
tion of fugitive criminals have been brought 
before the courts recently. In a California 
case the fugitive had been arrested on a requi- 
sition from Oregon, but before he was re 
moved from San Francisco the officer having 
him in charge was served with a writ of 
habeas corpus commanding him to produce 
the body of the prisoner before the Superior 
Court. This the agent refused to do, claim- 
ing that he held the fugitive under the 
authority of the United States for the purpose 
of transporting him to Oregon. Thereupon 
the officer was committed for contempt of 
court. In turn the officer appealed to the 


United States Circuit Court, and after a hear- 


ing on habeas corpus an order was made for 
his discharge, the court holding that it was 
the imperative duty of the officer not to sur- 
render his prisoner to any State court for any 
purpose whatever. Meantime, the proceed- 
ing in the Superior Court was affirmed in the 
Supreme Court of the State, The present 
aspect of the case is a direct collision between 
the State and Federal courts in California, 
Somewhat similar is the case of Reeves 
and Turner, demanded by the Governor of 
of Nebraska. An attempt was made to re- 
lease the prisoners on habeas corpus while 
they were being taken through Iowa. The 
officer made the same claim that was put for- 
ward in the California case, and urged that 
inter-State extradition was a process exe 
cuted under Federal authority, and that he 
was not amenable to the control of State 
courts or State law. It was somewhat novel 
that the representative of Tennessee should 
take his stand on the doctrine that this is a 
Nation and be found denying the sovereign 
character of State laws and the authority 
of State courts. It seems that no decision 
was reached in this case, for, while the Judge 
was still deliberating on the elaborate argu- 
ments presented, the prisoners gave up the 
contest and voluntarily departed with the 
The claim put forth by the officers in these 
cases, and the California decision supporting 
it, make up a vivid illustration of the un- 
certainties of the law.

SUPPLIES TO PRIVATE FAMILIES. 

In connection with tne liquor question ſt may 
be stated that Gonsiderable dissatisfaction ex- 
ists among the saloonkeepers and retailers in 
general on account of the brewery-wagons de- 
livering beer to houses and other places where 
it is retailed and no is required. This is 
certainly the case, and there is good ground for 
domplamt on this score. No license fee has 
ever been charged for this purpose. The of- 
ficials in the City Collector’s office hold that a 
license should be required in such cases and 
that it should be the same as the saioonkeepers’ 
beer license. The City Council bas, however, 
failed to make the necessary provisions, and 
the officers are, Of course, powerless. Wagons 
that deliver beer in this manner, retailing it to 
customers, are no more nor less than saloons 
on wheels, and should be required to pay li- 
censes accordingly. 

BREWERIES. 


Another thing in which the Council has been 
remiss inregard to the beer business is that 
none of the breweries are paying licenses. 
Last spring the Council passed an ordinance 
taxing breweries $500 annually, with the excep- 
tion of those breweries that brewed weisz beer 
which were exempted. The question was raised

favor of weisz beer the ordinance could not be 
enforced.

In fact, copyright was and protected 
by the common law for gen before the Stat- 
ute of Anne Anne, G. 19, A. D. 1710), which was 


the first enactment on the subject. The right as 
ed was much more extended than the 
the latter now operates as a re- 
right, and an extension or reén- 
forcement of the remedy. The earlier right was 
absolute and perpetual. The product of a man’s 
brainwork was as fully bis own as the product of 
his handiwork.
